New York, Nov. 12.— A Tribune cubic 
from Ixmdon says: " As there wore 
signs of Bneasiness among the war office 
start over the situation both at Lady- 
smith and Kimberley, I took measures 
yesterday for ascertaining definitely 
whether these apprehensions wore shared 
by the Commander-in-Chief. I can state 
positively that Lord Wolseley is not 
anxious respecting the condition of 
affairs in South Africa, but most confi 
dent that the worst is over, and that 
Ladysmith will hold out until rciuforc 
incuts enable Gon. White to take the 
offensive. He has been anxious, but 
not since the troopships have begun to 
arrive at Capetown. He can be quoted 
as saying that Gen. White only needs 
to keep still and remain on the defensive 
until a relief column can be sent from 
Durban, and that he has already suc- 
ceeded in holding back the Boers from 
Lower Natal. A practical proof that 
Lord Wolseley is satislied witli the out- 
look in South Africa and is not in dread 
of any reverse for British arms, is the 
fact that he has gone out of London over 
Sunday. 

THE ATTACK ON KIMBEKLEY. 

" The news received from the seat of 
war during the last twenty-four hours 
has indicated that the Dutch allies wore 
making a determined attack on Kimber- 
loy from two points, and that they wore 
massing their forces in defensive posi- 
tions south of Ladysmith, in order to 
block the progress of the relief column 
to bo detached from the army corps, 
Gen. Cronje, who commands the Boers 
investing Kimberloy, is one of their cool- 
est and most energetic generals, and is 
likely to make a desperate effort to effect 
the capture of the town during the next 
week, and carry Cecil Rhodes in triumph 
to Jameson's cell in Pretoria* 

BULLER TO T-H'E RESCUE. 

" It is evident that the feeling of over- 
confidence prevailing in Kimberley is not 
shared by Gen. Buller, for be has or- 
dered a reconnoitering force from De 
Aar to feel the enemy and find out how 
difficult it will he to relieve the garrison. 
This force had a brisk skirmish on Fri- 
day with Free State troops about TO 
miles or so from Kimberloy, and lost 
two officers, including Col. Keith Fal- 
coner of the Northumberland Fusiliers, 
a brilliant officer and popular in the 
army, who did tine work under Kitchener 
u)> the Nile three years ago. A mid- 
night bulletin from (Jen. Buller reported 
that the troops were engaged hotly for 
several hours. 

TROOPSHIPS ARRIVING. 

"Four troopship**, conveying over 4,70(1 
mm, arrived at Capetown yesterday, and 
two of them, with 2,000 troops, were 
despatched for Durban. If the Aurania, 
as reported, has landed l.ti'll men at 
Capetown, it is a sign thai Kimberley, 
as well as Ladysmith, will be speedily 
relieved, and that Gen. Uuller is deter- 
mined to nvert a possible reverse on the 
western border. 

"'Hie best informed military writers 
are not disposed to believe that the 
British garrisons at De Aar and Orange 
River Junction will be strongly rein- 
forced iinti'l Natal is cleared of the 
enemy. 

"The voyage from Capetown In Dur- 
ban is equal to that around England and 
Scotland. Each 'transport will require 
three days for making the distance, and 
it will be fully two weeks before Lord 
Methuen's division of 10.000 men is 
ready to advance from Estcourt. 

WHITE DOING GOOD SERVICE. 

" While Ge.n White is closely invested, 
lie understands the art of defensive war- 
fare, which he learned under Lord Hub- 
erts when he was shut up in Cnbul 
twenty years ago. Gen. White's friends 
in London assert that he is not only 
secure against long-range fire and un- 
scientific siege operations, but he also 
nerves a useful purpose in holding back 
the Boer forces from raiding Lower 
Natal, where the British garrisons can 
not now exceed 5,000 men, even with the 
naval brigade from the cruiser Terrible 
and other ships. 

THE QUEEN'S FAREWELL. 

" There wore stirring scenes yesterday 
at Southampton, whence over three 
thousand troops sailed by throe ships, 
-about the time when the famous Lan- 
ders who made the brilliant charge at 
Omdurmnn wene disembarking from 
their long voyage from India. There 
was even a more moving spectacle at 
Windsor, where the composite regiment 
of the Household Cavalry was reviewed 
by the Queen and greeted by her with a 
tender and affectionate message of fare- 
well. Helmets were swung on to bayo- 
nets, and the Life Guards and Efiues 
cheered lustily for fko Queen, and the 
great, concourse of spectators were fairly 
choked with emotion." 

ARISTOCRACY AT THE FRONT. 

Hardly One Prominent Family in Great 
Britain Not Represented on Afri- 
can Service. 

London, Nov,. 12. — Among the Guards 
officers who are leaving for /he scat of 
war is the Hon. Gerald Ward, aged 22, 
son of the Countess of Dudley, lie mar- 
ried Lady Evelyn Crlchton, aged 21, on 
Tuesday Inst. Lady Evelyn Crlchton 
also has two brothers at or oh the way 
to the front. 

Among other departures are Lord 
Howard de Waldeu, who had leave for a 



week to attend bis father's funeral on 
Wednesday. 

The Marquis of Dufferin has three sons 
on the Transvaal border and in Natal. 

The three Tecks, brothers of the Duch- 
ess of York, are already in South Af- 
rica. 

Lord Edmund Talbot, only brother and 
heir to the Duke of Norfolk, whoso sis- 
ter died yesterday, has gone with the 
Nineteenth Hussars. 

Two sons, next heirs to Lord Sinclair, 
of the oldest barony in Scotland, are 
there, as well as the two only sous of 
the Marquis of Lansdowne; while the 
Duchess of Buccleuch has two sons and 
a sou-iu-law at the front. The Earl of 
Longford, married Wednesday to the 
daughter of the Earl of Jersey, sails with 
the Guards. 

The Marquis of Tullibardine, heir to 
the Duke of Athole, who married a most 
beautiful girl, Miss Ramsay, two mouths 
since, aiso leaves with the Guards. 

The Dllkc of St. Albans' brother and 
heir is in Kimberley. 

The Duchess of Roxburgh has two 
sons with While's force at Ladysmith. 

The Duke of Portland has a brother 
in Mafeking, while the Duchess's brother 
sails to-day. 

The Earl of Durham has two brothers 
there, one being in command of the naval 
contingent at Ladysmith, where the 
Earl of Derby has two suns. 

Lord Edward ('ceil, Salisbury's third 
son, is in Mafeking, and Lord and Lady 
Tweedmouth, the latter Lord Randolph 
Churchill's sister, took leave of their 
only child to-day, the Hon. Dudley Mar- 
joribnnks. 

In fact, there is hardly an aristocratic 
family with sons which has not one en- 
gaged in some way in the warlike opera- 
tions in South Africa.

London, Nov. 12 — Reviewing the mili- 
tary situation as it stands, the military 
expert of the Westminster Gazette says: 

"It is hardly too much to say that the 
attention of the civilized world is now 
lixed on the situation at Ladysmith. On 
the development of that situation in the 
iminediiitt future rests our hope of a 
speedy conclusion of the war. 

"If Sir George White can maintain 
his position up to November 2(i, or per- 
haps a day or two longer, the danger in 
Natal will be ended. Should he fail to 
do so, he will be compelled lo abandon 
his arms and stores and retire with 
heavy loss to the southward, only to be 
brought 'lip by broken bridges and Boer 
forces in position on the Tugela river. 

" It is impossible to predict what may 
bapnen in considering the situation. To 
put it shortly, the weal; point in White's 
position as that our men and horses 
must he enduring daily an ordeal which 
cannot improve their lighting efficiency. 
Though we lire told provisions arc in 
plenty, yet there is danger that ammuni- 
tion—especially ammunition for his big 
guns — may run short. 

" Under these ciicumstances it is now- 
clear that Sir Redvers Buller has deter- 
mined to send Lord Methuen's division, 
consisting of the Guards Brigade under 
Sir W. Cdlvillc and the English Brigade 
under Major-Gen. Hildriad, to Durban 
witli .orders to break through the Boer 
southern outposts at Pietennaritzburg or 
at <"o>iiso and join hands with Gen. 
White. Unfortunately the assembly of 
this division at Durban will be a matter 
of some little time." 

FIRING ON REFUGEES. 

In discussing the reported acts of 
treachery on the part of the Boers, the 
Westminster Gazette's military corres- 
pondent says: " When an act which 
must necessarily brand the peipe'rutor 
with infamy is deliberately committed, 
with no possible excuse of hoi blood or 
turmoil and confusion of a great battle, 
we are entitled to assume that such 
obloquy wou'd not be incurred without 
smne prospect of great and immediate 
advantage. What possible advantage 
could the Boers gain from the destruc- 
tion by .artillery (ire of a number of 
refugees whom they had just handed 
over to our charge, doubtless with the 
object .of embarrassing White with a 
number .of additional mouths to feed'.' 

" It must also be remembered that 
these Boer guns — for it • is certain that 
the outrage was committed by guns and 
not by ritlemeu— a re mounted at a grenJ. 
distance, probably some three or four 
miles, from our pickets. Do not all 
these circumstances point to the fact 
that the shots were fired through a mis- 
understanding, such as might equally 
well have occurred on our side? So 
that, without further evidence, we ought 
not to convict the Boers of wilful in- 
humanity and gross violation of the 
laws of war." 

FOR BIGGER ARMY. 

Lieut.-Ool. Sir Wolfe Barry, of the 
Engineer and Railway Volunteer Start 
Corps, says: "In military matters Great 
Britain is trading with insufficient capi- 
tal She ought to add 100,000 men to 
her army."

London, Nov. LI. — The war office this 
morning is-ued the following official de- 
spatch from Capetown, dated Sunday, 
November 12, noon: 

" Col. Gough, at Orange River, reports 
that during the reconnaissance of fifteen 
miles to a point nine miles west of Bel- 
mont, on November 10, the officers of 
the patrol first came on a Boer position 
taken upon a great semi-circular ridge, 
standing out into a p'ateau. They en- 
deavored to make the Boers develop 
their strength by demonstrating with 
two squadrons of the Ninth Lancers and 
a field battery on the left wing, with one 
and one half companies of mounted in- 
fantry on the right wing, and with artil- 
lery in the middle of the plateau, with 
infantry tire. 

" The enemy began by firing at our 
cavalry from a gun at the north end. 
As the cavalry, in open order, began to 
circle around them, the hills seemed to 
be full of sharpshooters. The mounted 
infantry endeavored to outflank the 
enemy's left, in order to discover the 
laager, coming under a heavy and unex 
peeled tire from a few skirmishers. 

" Our guns tired several apparently 
effective shots, but the enemy did not 
respond, having withdrawn with the 
wounded. The enemy did not tire on an 
ambulance. 

" Col. Gough withdrew his force after 
a demonstration lasting three hours, and 
returned to camp the same afternoon 
near Orange River. 

"The guns and a. few horses were 
brought in by rail. The wounded were 
sent to Orange River by rail immediately 
after the action. 

"The enemy's strength appeared con- 
siderable, apparently TOO, with one gun, 
under David Lubb and P. Van der 
Merwe" 

AMERICAN WOMEN'S AID. 

Generous Subscriptions for Their Hos- 
pital Ship and No Lack of Doc- 
tors and Nurses. 

New York. Nov. 12.— A Tribune cable 
from Loudon says: "American women 
have been enabled to express their sym- 
pathy tor Knghind in the Queen's own 
womanly way, when diplomatic etiqnorie 
and propriety have silenced the embassy. 
The American scheme for equipping a 
hospital ship for the wounded soldiers 
ami distressed refugees, has commanded 
admiration and respect and has been 
carried out with great spirit and prac- 
tical skill. Mrs. Blow is credited with 
having been the first lo suggest the 
movement, but Lady Randolph Church- 
ill has taken full charge of it. with the 
assistance of all the best known Ameri- 
can women in England. 

The Atlantic Transport Line has not 
only provided a ship, but lias also nssuni 
ed full expense of manning and operating 
it, while current rates for chartering vis 
sels for service in South African waters 
involve a great monthly outlay. 

"One firm has sent an immense con- 
signment of mineral water, another has 
provided a full assortment of drugs, and 
the managers of Harrod's Stores have 
offered a large stock of general supplies. 

"More than £14,000 has been contri- 
buted by Americans, and with Mrs. 
[Irowu-Pottor's guinea concert next week 
the reception by the American Women's 
Association, and fresh subscriptions, the 
fund will be increased to £20,000 or even 
£30,000. 

"The interest taken by the Princess 
of Wales in the Red Cross hospital ships, 
and the generosity with which the Duke 
of Newcastle and other patrons are sup- 
plying money for this noble charity, have 
already influenced the American commit- 
tee. They have decided to spare no 
pains to make the equipment of their 
shin as complete as possible, even if the 
sailing of the Maine be delayed for a 
fortnight." 



TRIOASON IN IRELAND. 

Nntionalist'Commlttee Make Merry Over 
Their Slain Country men— Threat 
Against Recruiting. 

London, Nov. 12.— The following ironi- 
cal resolution was adopted by acclama- 
tion at a Tecent meeting in East Mayo, 
Ireland, presided over by Michael 
Davitt: 

"Resolved, that we cannot refrain from 
expressing our approval of the conduct 
of some thousand British mules in the 
neighborhood of Ladysmith, nor express 
the sincere hope that some fitting testi- 
monial ho made to the common sense of 
these intelligent animals, iu following the 
example of British soldiers in running 
into the camp of the victorious Boers." 

Notices have been sent throughout 
North Cork calling upon the people to 
"remember 1700, and prevent enlisting 
in the British army, which is treason to 
Ireland." The document sets forth that 
"Irishmen in the English service who 
ukVo been sent to Africa will have to 
tire against the Irish Nationalists who 
have raised Ireland's Hag in the Trans- 
vaal, and are lighting for the Boers 
against the oppressor of Ireland. The 
Boers are making a brave tight against 
the tyranny and oppression of England. 
Let no Irishman dare raise a hand 
against them. In all the Irish towns and 
villages recruiting sergeants are trying 
lo entrap thoughtless Irish boys to join 
the British army," 

This document emanates from the Irish 
Transvaal Committee, and the govern- 
ment is urged by the ministerial press to 
prosecute its authors. 

The manifestation of sympathy with 
the Boers through public meetings and 
the press in Ireland is bitterly resented 
here. English Home Rulers declare that 
such action absolves them from further 
adhesion to Gladstone's policy.

Further Indications of Impend- 
ing Trouble Between 
Russia and Japan. 



The Czar's Operations in Korea 
to Be Checked at What- 
ever Risk. 



London, Nov. 13, — The Shanghai cor- 
respondent of the Daily Mail says: "An 
uneasy feeling regarding the relations of 
Russia and Japan is spreading here. 
Without doubt Japan is practically allied 
with China, despite the degradation 
which the' Empress Dowager inflicted 
upon the Chinese envoys to Japan on 
their return. This was merely a tacti- 
cal move with a view of appeasing Rus- 
sia. 

" A large Russian fleet intends winter- 
ing in Nagasaki harbor, and some le- 
moiistraucc from Japau is probable." 

Prince Henry of Prussia, commander 
of the German squadron in the North 
Pacific, is watching the progress of 
events, He recently declared in the 
course of a conversation that the Japan- 
ese army was in splendid condition, from 
the European point of view." 

The Daily -Mail says: "Wo under- 
stand there is considerable censorship on 
cablegrams from Japan." 

Hurry orders have been received by 
the builders of the Japanese batlhshp 
now in process of construction ai Clyde 
Rank, lo complete the vessel as speedily 
as possible. The new ship, wh.ell will 
be one of the largest afloat, i- lo be 
finished by January 1, lOOff. It is be 
lieved that these instructions arc the re- 
sult of the increasing tension between 
Julian and Russia. 

London, Nov. 12.— Amid much wild 
talk concerning the relations ol Russia 
and Japan, the Times' Seoul correspon- 
dent writes in a suggestive fashion, 
which is worthy of consideration. lie 
argues that there is going to be a great 
struggle in the Far Last, chiefly between 
Japan and Russia, on account of the 
trade of that territory. Practically Juli- 
an's only market is the United Slates, 
and this trade is destined to drop as 
prices rise in Japan and the country be- 
comes more industrial. 

This being so, the correspondent 
argues, Korea is the key to the question. 
If Russia is thoroughly entrenched there 
she will be able- to wutch every line of 
Japanese communication with the con- 
tinent, cut off her markets on the main- 
land, and even menace Japanese auton- 
omy. Rut if Japan has control of the 
peninsula, she will have a more advant- 
ageous position in the Yellow Sea. than 
Port Arthur gives to Russia, owing to 
the unrivalled harbors of West Korea. 
The port of Mustnnpo, tor example, is 
one of the finest harbors in the world. 

Thus Japan, while vitally interested in 
China, must .desire a disposition of Korea 
before there call be any settlement of the 
Chinese problem. If the Chinese mat- 
tor is forced to the front Japan will be 
compelled to hurry a decision as regards 
Korea. Herein lies the danger, as it is 
not likely that Russia will care to share 
her domination of the Yellow Sea with 
a country which bids fair to become a 
great naval power, while nothing will 
compensate Japac for the loss of the 
peninsula, which is indispensable to her 
both for commerce and strategy. 

BULLER'S PRECAUTION. 

Little Towns Evacuated Because 
Frontier Line Too Much Extended 
toi' Defending Force. 

Loudon, Nov. 13.— A special despatch 
front Capetown confirms the earlier re- 
ports that it was Gen. Uuller who or- 
dered the British evacuation of Storm- 
berg and Mattlllpoort, as he considered 
the frontier line too weak ami too much 
extended. It W understood, however, 
that Maaulpoort will be occupied again 
as soon ns the advance from Queens- 
town Is ordered. 

From Stormberg it is reported that the 
Free Staters are working slowly towatd 
Dordreitch, witli a view of attacking 
QlleenstoWT) and cutting off towns in the 
northern districts of Cape Colony. 



Iiy Associated Press. 

London, Nov. 12. — The war office is 
sued the following despatch this after 
noon from Gen. Sir Redvers Bullet 
dated Capetown, Nov. 11, 11:40 p.m. 

"Col. Kekcwich (British commander at 
Kimberley) reports that the enemy wer 
very active on November 4, principally 
with the object of driving oil' cattle. The 
Orange Free State troops retired rapid- 
ly before Col. Turner, without firinj 

"At 12:."0 p.m. the Transvaal troops 
advanced on Kimberley. Major Peak- 
man, with a squadron of the Kimberley 
Light Horse, was hiding in the bush, 
and gave the enemy a warm reception 
The Boers retired tiring. Col. Turner 
reinforced Major Peakmuu, and at 12:40 
p.m. the enemy opened fire with one pieco 
of artillery at nearly 4,000 yards. 

"Two guns of tlie Diamond Field Ar 
tillery were then sent in Support of Col. 
Turner, but the enemy's guns had ceased 
tiring after the fifth round. Consequent- 
ly, our guns did not come into action. 
The enemy's artillery fire vvus not dam- 
aging, and his shooting was bad. 

"Our casualties in the Kenilworth en- 
gagement were limited to Major Alff, 
of the Cape Police, who was wounded in 
the neck, lie is expected to recover. 

"Later in the day, our pickets say, the 
Boers carried off six dead from one spot, 
probably killed by our Maxim. The total 
Boer loss was probably heavy, hut Jiad 
uot been estimated by Col. Kckewieh. 

"About 5:30 p.m. Col. Turner was 
again in contact witli a new body of the 
enemy on Schnest Drift road. From the 
conning tower a largo number could be 
plainly seen about two miles to the north 
of the Kimberley reservoir and others 
held a walled enclosure on their own 
right Hank. Col. Turner opened with a 
Maxim and two guns of the Diamond 
Field Artillery in support. II" came to 
action at 5:47 p.m., and continued tiring 
until dusk. « 

"Our further casualties then were: 
Private Tubbe, of the Cape Police, who 
WUi shot through the head and who died 
on arrival at the hospital; and Sergt. 
Wntermadgc, of the Kimberley division 
ot the Capo Police, who was 'wounded, 
but is doing well. 

"Col, Kekcwich is unable to estimate 
the enemy's losses, but believes it must 
have been severe, judging from the pre- 
cipitate retirement of the Boers. 

"At 0:15 li.ui. the enemy opened with 
one piece of artillery from the Otto's 
Kopje, the latter bwing held by the Cape 
Police. The enemy indicted no damage." 

Capetown, Nov. 11— The following des- 
patch, undated, has been received from 
Kimberley by despatch riders via Hope- 
town, November 4 (morning): 

"In yesterday's fight the II > made 

tlnir appearance near Curler's Fa nil. 
The British opened lire with a Maxim, 
the enemy replying with the rilles. By 
mistake our lire went down into the 
valley, killing a member of the Cape Po- 
lice mid wounding another. 

"The British finally retired on the re- 
servoir, where two guns more were 
brought up lo shell the Boers. The re 
sul' is not yet known. 

"Meanwhile, some Roers hail occupied 
Hamper's Dam, firing with one gun on 
Olio's Kopje, but not getting the range 
they did no damage. 

"It is believed I hat six Boers were 
killed in the first light. The Boers now 
surround Kimberley in great numbers 
and are bent on "lifting" cattle and har- 
assing the British, 

"New alarm signals were sounded at 
10 o'clock this morning, the enemy hav- 
ing been observed in greater numbers 
and closer to our outposts. They final 
on a patrol under Major Peukniaii, who 
engaged them, hut the tight was al long 
range. The only casualty was the 
wounding of Major Alff, of the Cape Po- 
lice.

Suggestion to Substitute It for Miscel- 
laneous Literary Adventurers 
Eager for Battle Scenes. 

London, Nov. 12.— The war office has 
been bombarded during the last six 
weeks with applications for permits from 
Americans and foreigners to accompany 
the army in the field and to describe 
what, taker.- place. It is hardly possible 
to number the ambitious writers in 
America alone who have been eager to 
go to the Cape at their own expense in 
search or adventure, and who have found 
it convenient to supply credentials from 
magazines, country newspapers and even 
the religious press, as a practical means 
of obtaining access to the front. 

Accommodation for so large a corps of 
eorrtwpondentH and literary adventurers 
has been out of the question, and in the 
end even veterans in the service of the 
press have been bottled up and virtually 
gagged by the censor. 

The reform which some London news- 
paper owners now suggest for future 
campaigns is limiting the number of cor- 
respondents in the field to a few repre- 
sentatives of general press associations, 
who will be selected by virtue of experi- 
ence in previous wars and entrusted 
with the duty of giving the newspapers 
throughout the world well written, 
authentic accounts of what goes on at 
the front.

London, Nov. 13.— (4:30 n. m.)-This 
morning news from the seat of war in 
■South Africa continues fairly satisfac- 
tory- The official cables are not very 
detailetl with regard to the Belmont inci- 
dent, which except for the loss of Col. 
Keith Falconer was not a very serious 
affair. There are signs of greatly in- 
creased Boer activity in Natal and along 
the western frontier. All despatches 
tend to show that the British are hold- 
ing out ably. Col. Baden-Powell re- 
ports that all was well at Mafeking on 
November ti, 

Ladysmith's latest date is November 
0. While nothing adverse is heard from 
the latter point, and confidence is felt in 
Gen. White's ability, previous experience 
having shown that the Boer artillery is 
not very effective, it is beginning to lie- 
proved that the acquisition! of artillery 
which has destroyed the former mobility 
of the Boer forces has also failed to give 
them any compensating advantage. On 
the contrary, the reverse is the case. 

It is belli that if the Boers had not 
been handicapped by the transport of 
heavy guns and their rescue from tight 
places, Gen, Joubert's force might have 
been in Pietennaritzburg. 

Unless the Boer heavy artillery justifies 
itself by reducing Ladysmith, it will 
again hamper him in the eventual retreat, 
from Natal, when Gen. Buller senda the 
relieving force. It is believed that tlie 
Boor retreat will be made over the 
Drakens-horg range into the Seoutpans- 
borg district, where every preparation 
for provisioning and maintaining the 
liners is said to have been made for the 
last stand, when- it will be difficult to 
dislodge tlieili. 

Already it is rumored that they are iu 
straits for food around Ladysmith, and 
may there fore lie obliged to abandon the 
siege. 

Despatched from Estcourt say it has 
been ascertained that the British have 
laid concrete beds for firing the lyddite 
naval guns, showing that there is no 
foundation for the fear that lyddite am- 
munition at. Ladysmith has been ex- 
hausted- 

It is also reported from the same 
quarter that some lires have been seen 
in Ladysmith, indicating that the Boer 
bombardment bus been to some extent 
i ffective. 

THE NO1SJ0 OF BATTLE 

Estcourt, Thursday, Nov. 0.— Heavy 
firing is now proceeding in the direction 
of Ladysmith. It began at daybreak. 
Some 'reports an- so much heavier than 
any previously beard as to lead to the 
belief that the British naval guns arc 
again active. 

THROUGH BOEU LINES. 

The arrival from Ladysmith of Lieut. 
Hooper, of the Fifth Lancers, shows that 
communication with the garrison is pos- 
sible. He was anxious to rejoin his regi- 
ment, and started hence accompanied by 
a Natal policeman. They succeeded in 
traversing the Boer lines. 

A BIG BOMBARDMENT. 
Estcourt. Nov. i>— (Afternoon) — A party 
which rode out several miles about noon, 
to observe the bombardment of Lady- 
smith, could see u " I^>ng Tom," a fbrty- 
pounder, posted on the railway of the 
Bulwam, tiring at intervals of six to 
eight minutes. Another gun was ob- 
served in operation a little distance 
away. Puffs of smoke were discernible 
on the opposite side, showing that Lady- 
smith was withstanding a big bombard- 
ment. The locality of the town was 
nothing but it surging caldron of smoke. 



SITUATION AT PRETORIA. 

Twelve Mines Working and Mint Busy 
Coining Gold, 

Capetown, Nov. 8— A despatch from. 
Pretoria dated yesterday says that the- 
foreign consuls hold weekly meetings at 
the residence of the Italian diplomatic 
agent, to discuss matters of international 
interest. According to the same corres- 
pondent the Rose Deep and Fereiera 
Deep, with ten other mines, are working.

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THE WAR. 

Lord Wolsoley's view of the Situation 
in South Africa, as given In the special 
cubic to the Tribune, is interesting hi 
cjiuse of the authoritative source from 
which it comes, although there will lie 
nothing specially new in it to Colonist 
readers. The semi-ollicial statement of 
the strength of the force with -which 
Lord Metlmen will advance to the relief 
of Gen. White is exactly the same a 
the estimate made by the Colonist ye; 
l.orday, namely, 10,0(M) men, and the ol 
jeci of the reconnaissance in which Col. 
Falconer was killed proved to be, as w 
suggested, the forerunner of an advanc 
for Che relief of Kimberley. 

When Geu. White reached Natal to 
take 'command he had under him about 
21,000 men. These will be reinforced in 
n few days by the soldiers aboard at 
least three- troopships and detachments 
from the crews of the Powerful and Ter- 
rible.' This will bring the number up to, 
Hay, 2C.000 men. The losses in killed, 
.wounded and prisoners must bo close to 
2,000 if not more. This would leave 
available 124,000 men, who may be 
roughly divided as one half in Lady- 
umllh arid the other half in Lower Natal. 
This force ought, after leaving garrisons 
in Durban and FietOrmurtizburg, to be 
«\uite able to cope with Joubert's army, 
especially as the portion in Lower Natal 
will ' be equipped with heavy artillery. 
Everything, therefore, depends upon 
(Jen. White's ability to maintain his po- 
sition, which from present indications be 
is likely to do. The history of all cam- 
paigns shows the tremendous task involv- 
ed in capturing a town that is anything 
like fairly well supplied with means of 
defence. We do not, yet see any rea- 
son to share in the apprehensions of 
(.hose who think Gen. White may bo 
short of ammunition, If he hail the 
most abundant supply possible, there 
would lie no great object in using it un- 
less ho was prepared to follow up the 
effect of a cannonade by an attack in 
force on the enemy's position. On the 
other baud, he would be acting wisely to 
reserve the ammunition for his heavy 
guns in case Joubert shall determine to 
make a grand assault before reinforce- 
ments arrive. As for Joubert, we cannot, 
seo that be is ill any better position to 
capture Ladysmith than he was a week 
ago, unless it be true that in tin- mean- 
time he has moved up some heavy guns. 
Gen. White must be a long way yet from 
the end of his resources, and even if 
lie were in greater jeopardy than wo 
are willing to admit, there is always the 
personal element to be taken into con- 
sideration, and if is no small task to 
capture a force of 10,000 good fighting 
men or drive them from a position which 
they have had ample opportunity to 
strengthen. 

The despatches in the London papers 
received by mail bring the news down 
to tho'battle of Elandslnagte. They aro 
exceedingly scrappy and disjointed, but 
hIiow some very warm work has been 
done and give promise that when the 
whole story is told the pages which record 
British heroism on the battlefield will 
luive many rich and glorious additions.

The London Times correspondent sent 
his paper the following graphic descrip- 
tion of the engagement at lOlandslaagto: 

Modder'a Spruit, Oct. 21, 11:30 p.m.— 
Gen. French took the Imperial Light 
Horse and the Natal Volunteer Artillery, 
with six guns, and supported by four 
companies of the Manchester Regiment, 
in an armored train, and made a further 
reconnaissance to IOIandslaiigte station. 

After sight ing a small Boer patrol anil 
wounding one man on it, the cavalry and 
battery arrived on a plateau overlooking 
the dip in which the station and coal 
fields are situated. The Boers were ap- 
parently surprised. A cloud of mounted 
men left the station and its environs, 
making for a ridge about 2,0(10 yards dis- 
tant on the opposite side of tl 
Our scouts hail almost entered 
mines when the Xatal battery i 
action, bursting two shells in tl 
buildings. 

As soon a.- our battery had thus dis- 
closed our position on the plateau, the 
enemy opened an accurate fire with two 
guns from intrenched works on the rid 
to which the mounted Boers had gallop- 
ed. The enemy's gunners evidently had 
the range marked, for shells fell around 
Ihe battery in action, crippling our am- 
munition wagon. The 7-potinders of the 
Volunteer artillery were unable to return 
this tire, the range being 4,500 yards, so 
Gen, I'Yench withdrew slowly, abandon- 
ing the crippled wagon. 

As oar battery withdrew, the enemy 
played their guns on the armored train 
from which oar infantry had detrained. 
This lire, however, was ineffective. The 
whole reconnaissance then withdrew with 
the train for live miles. (Jen. French hav- 
ing wired for supports. A few of the 
mounted enemy atteiapted to out the 
train off, but were out-niunoeuvreu. 

Reinforcements arrived at mid-day. 
and their arrival precipitated a sanguin- 
ary engagement which lasted two and 
a half hours, the Boers being driven from 
their positing. 

October 22. 7.25 a.m.— It was about 11 
when a battery of artillery and a portion 
of the 5th Dragoon Guards arrived, 
having come out from Ladysmith with 
double teams. Shortly afterwards an- 
other train arrived with more infantry 
from Sir George White. 

Some fugitives, including the mnnagm 
of the eoa! mines anil the 1 Standard cor- 
respondent, who had been captured on 
Wednesday in the held-up train, report- 
ed that about 1.100 Boers were in posh 
tion on Ihe range from which they open- 
ed fire in the morning. 

The force consisted mainly of two com- 
mandos, under Koch and De Milion ( ?). 
who had two Mflxiin-Nordonfoldt guns 
and two Maxims. They had inarched 
right down the Biggarsberg Pass, hav- 
ing crossed into Natal by Botha's Pass 
and had unlet' no British patrol at all be- 
fore occupying Klandslaugte. They set 
themselves to intrench the end of the 
spur covering the railway and coalfields 
from the west. 

Working on this information and on 
the fact that the Boers had had three 
days to complete these works. < Son. 
French determined to await reinforce- 
ments. 

While Gen. French's force with the 
trains retired to Modiler's Spruit, the en- 
emy's scouts were seen circling the bills 
on the left. Following our retirement 
these became bolder, tiring into the Vol- 
unteer Light Horse, which covered tin' 
party. A troop of the latter promptly 
dislodged thetn. 

Alter halting till 2 .-it .Modiler's Spruit, 
it Was considered that we were strong 
enough— having been reinforced with the 
Devons ami the Gordons — to advance. 
Then a second Belt] battery and the 5th 
1.. ■nicer.- errived. The scouts al '■' o'clock, 
when the 5th Dragoon Guards began to 
move along th" road by which our force 
iiad advanced in the morning, reported 
ilint the enemy were in fore* on the 
ranges on the left. 

This enemy suddenly opened Maxim 
lire on Ihe extended Dragoon Guards at 
short range. The fire was ineffective, 
however, nnd our battery immediately 
shelled them out. Tliey were reported 
to he a party of Prw State Boers at- 
tracted by early morning tiring. Tie 
whole of our infantry, now under Gen 
Ian Hamilton, detrained a mile north oi 



advance. This retreat of the mounted 
enemy was a ruse by which the Boers 
hoped to draw off part of the attacking 
force, themselves galloping back to a 
position on the reverse of the hill. 

After the enemy's guns had ceased 
firing, our artillery, having now-- two 
batteries in action, began to prepare for 
the infantry assault, bursting shrapnel 
till along the Boer position. 

Thunder clouds gathered behind the 
hills and made an ominous background, 
against which the lurid light, of the 
bursting shell showed as if it were al- 
ready night, It was evident, that the 
attack must be pressed home before 
night, so, with half an hour's prepara- 
tion, the infantry received orders to ad- 
vance. 

The Devon's were given the task of 
delivering u semi-frontal attack with the 
Manchesters, supported by the Gordons 
on the right flank, for which they had 
to make a wide detour, This was at 
-Loll. At this period rain fell in deluges 
lor a quarter of an hour. 
INFANTRY VS. MODERN GUNS. 

As the Infantry attack began the 
enemy's guns came into position nnd 
shelled the advancing lines of the 
Devons, who wore now stolidly pushing 
across the open, cutting the wire fences 
that impeded them. They were ex- 
tended as much us possible, this being 
the only method by which the men could 
face the Mauser anil Maxim lire. 
Nothing could have been finer than the 
undaunted front of this battalion edging 
forward against the fire of modern arms. 

Having seen the Devons on their way, 
I joined the Gordons us, skirting the 
[batteries in action, they cut in cm the 
left of the Manchester!:. We marched 
steadily on in column of companies, until 
Ihe houhlered neck of the enemy's ridge 
was reached. This was about throe- 
Uiiarters of u mile from the position of 
ihe Boer guns. In front of the Gordons 
were three successive kopjes, or rather 
ridgefl, running diagonally across the 
flat top of the hill. Each was com- 
imandcd by that behind it, and the hill 
was one mass of the typical boulders of 
the country. 

| The section of our correspondent's 
telegram which should come in at this 
point has not yet readied us,] 

Many times foiled, in places driven 
back yet righting themselves and stead- 
ily pushing forward, the troops on the 
summit pushed on. The first kopje was 
already a shambles. Men had fallen

The Imperial Light Horse and 
Lancers speedily gained possession, the 
enemy's scouts falling back. 
INFANTRY PUSHED FORWARD. 
The infantry advanced steadily in ex- 
tended order, the Manchesters leading, 
followed by the Devons and Gordons. 
It was a long anil slow march, and it 
was nearly 4 o'clock before the infantry 
could extend along the shoulder of the 
bill. The Manchesters took the right of 
the line, and the Devons tin? left. The 
Gordons coining up in support. A cov- 
ering parly of the 5th Lancers and Im- 
perial Bight Horse were on the right. 

As soon iis our infantry were well on 
the hill the enemy opened and shelled 
the crest with accurate fire. At 4 
o'clock our first battery came into action, 
between the Devons and the .Manches- 
ters. The enemy were nothing daunted, 
and returned the fire of the hitter wiih 
vigor. Their range was excellent, anil 
(hough in the first place they only re- 
mained in action six minutes, they upset 
an ammunition wagon and caused sev- 
eral casualties, especially to horses- 

In the meantime clouds of the fleeing 
enemy were seen, ns it appeared, leaving 
the field and escaping on the right of our

At midnight 
the hospital train came back, carrying 
DO of our wounded, hut 1 am afraid the 
total will be double that. This must 
have been a terrible night. Many of, 
the wounded could not have been found 
till morning. Glencoe was a sanguinary 
engagement, and this was in every re- 
spect equal to it in bloodshed, but though 
the price was high Ihe defeat was abso- 
lutely crushing, and the moral effect will 
now bo felt, all through the republics. 

Gen. French was in command through.- 
out. Our strength was about 3,200. 
Sit- George White was present during 
the engagement. Gen. Ian Hamilton 
commanded the infantry.

RAILS POIt THE NORTH. 

White Horse Company Making Prepara- 
tions for Expected Great Expan- 
sion in Mining. 

From the Seattle l'ost-Iutelllgeneer. 

'I'lie discovery of Important and prom- 
ising copper und gold deposits near the 
White Horse rapids has been one of the 
Incentives of the White Pass railroad peo- 
ple to lay their plana for extraordinary 
operations which will he continued dur- 
ing the winter. The management of the 
road believes that in the vicinity of the 
White Horse rapids valuable mines, which 
win soon he heavy producers of ore. will he 
opined up next year. In fact, the company 
has operated on the theory that iu addition 
to tlie through travel from Skngway to 
Dawson and oilier gold camps on the Yukon 
the terltory through which the road passes 
would undoubtedly develop a large business 
In the mining nnd transportation of ores. 

The i> Inns of the company for building 
Its line from Bennett have been largely 
governed by the discovery of big quartz 
ledges In the mountain ranges of the upper 
waters of the Yukon. Mining men claim 
that this is a virgin empire which will 
some day produce Immense quantities of 
quartz, Including gold, silver and copper. 
It is asserted by well-known prospectors 
that those Interested have never made 
politic the true riches of the ore discov- 
eries that have been made along the upper 
Yukon during the past eighteen months. 

IS. Ii. Uusaey, local manager and pur- 
chasing agent of the company, yesterday 
mane, public a portion of the company's 
plans for its winter operations. He said 
that since September 15 he had purchased, 
largely through Ihe Seatle firm of W. D. 
Hoflus A- Co., 5,750 tous of forty-live ponud 
steel rails. Of this 2,-i(Xf tons have been 
delivered at Skagway and Lake Bennett, 
already. Part of It will be taken over the 
frozen surface of Lake Bennett on sleds 
during Ihe winter, lo be laid on the section 
of the road lying between the foot of Lake 
Bennett nnd the White Horse rapids. On 
this division of the route the grading litis 
been practically completed, and a consid- 
erable quantity of rails will be laid during 
tin- winter. 

There is a piece of rotnl between (lie 
pn Rent terminus ut the head of Lake Ben- 
nett and at the foot of the lake, where fie 
operations of the company will lie con- 
ned during the winter. This stretch is 
twenty-seven miles long, a great part of 
It being through solid roek. Tills work 
was left untouched while the grade was 
built and the road lied prepared for track- 
In) ing lust summer between the font of 
ihe lake and Closeklgh, four miles below 
till- White Horse rapids. 

Already a big gang of workmen has com- 
menced construction work along the east 
sin re of Lake Bennett, where the road 
led will for o pari of the distance be built 
in the solid roe!;. This work, acordlng to 
Mr. Ilussey, can he pronpouttvt snceeshfully 
ilrrlng the winter. The only difficulty, 
he says, will he In obtaining enough men. 
The wages paid by the company are $3 
per day. 

"I'he originally projected route of the 
rrnd," Mr. Ilussey said yesterday, dis- 
cussing the proposed extension of the line 
i, ihe White Horse rapids, "was four 
miles lo Ihe west of the Hue as It 1r now 
laid out. Port Selkirk on the Yukon, Is 
i nr objective point, and Ihe line first pro- 
jected to that point was differ- nt from the 
rente we are now following to the White 
Horse. The change was made to enable 
us ot reach I ho new mining district at 
White Horse. 

"Of Ihe rails we have lately purchased 
ill proximately 3,000 tons will he delivered 
In Seattle in March, and then shipped Im- 
mediately to Skagway, where they will be 
forwarded for use on tin- new portion of 
the line. We are calculating on having the 
line completed and ready for business a; 
fur us Ctosoleigh, four miles below the 
rapids, by May 35 or June 1 of next yenr. 
This Is practically the beginning of navi- 
gation on the Yukon. 

"Bctrfw Closelelgh to Dawson and other 
Yukon points steamers find open water 
and navigation Is easy." 

The- company is also building 100 hew 
cars for use on this line to the White 
Horse. The materials, Including the- trucks 
and wheels for these ears, are all supplied 
by Seattle firms, resulting In the expendi- 
ture here of a considerable sum of money 
Sixty of these ears will be boxcars, twenty 
will be lints, und twenty will be stock 

The company fg also negotiating with 
the steamship companies plying between 
Seattle and Skagway, by which, according 
to Mr. ilussey It Is expected that a very 
low through rate on ore from the Interior 
of the Northwest territory and Alaska to 
Hie smelters on Puget Sound will be made. 
Said Mr. Ilussey: "The rate on ores will 
he very low— so low that encouragement 
will be given to the development or the 
ledges of ttm Interior, Including the Atlln 
ami White Horse rnpids districts, which 
mining men say are among the most, prom- 
ising on Sf^ootlncnt, 

"We are planning to build cars especially 
adapted lo (be cheap handling anil trims- 
I" rlatlon of these ores. These curs will 
be utilized In shipping merchandise to (lie 
Interior. They will be tilled with ores nihil 

brought to the Coast, nnd will be provided largest stock of Sporting Goods l« the 
iylih dumping apparatus by menus of .'_ . , , „ „_„

"I am writing this as it will probably 
be my last opportunity until after the 
war— which is likely to break out at any 
moment; even now there are vague 
rumors of lighting on the Free State and 
iesia borders.

"The Natal line is blocked and nil 
trams stopped. The Natal wires are 
also down, and no cables have arrived 
since Friday. The civil and circuit 
courts have been closed by extraordinary 
issue of the Stuats-Courant (state news- 
paper); ,and every shop, s tnre and house 
is barricaded with wood, iron or steel, 
While tli" streets are quite diverted.

DEMAND FOR NITRATE SHIPS. 

One Explanation Given for the Scarcity 
of Tonnage and High Rates. 

One of the reasons for the scarcity and 
high charter rates of wheat curriers is 
said by shipping men to be the immense 
number of vessels now employed in the 
nitrate trade, says the Taconia Ledger. 
This industry has reached almost gi- 
gantic proportions in the last few years, 
and has become a new factor in the ship- 
ping world. There are now under char- 
leter to load or loading at nitrate ports 
186 vessels. The charter price for nitrate 
carriers has advanced sharply and 2Ss. 
!)d. was recently paid for a ship lor 
West Coast loading.

Improved Fire Protection and 
Communication With the 
City First Essentials. 



A Plain and Explicit Case Stated 
For the Consideration of 
Victorians. 



Victoria West is still indignant— 
doc-ply indignant— over what uro termed 
the injustices from which this part oC the 
city suffera, }Hd to -which the majority 
of the elected representatives of the citi- 
zens refuse, to give eye or ear. 
' As one of the suburbanites expressed 
it Saturday "the council not only refuse 
to give us fair treatment, but so soon as 
we ask to be listened to they Titian t lic 
cry of 'Craigflower road again'— and the 
mass of the public, with all honest inten- 
tions toward us no doubt, go following 
this false scent as the mayor and alder- 
Ynen want them to, and in some way 
seem to imagine that there is a Rood 
joke on ua in it somewhere — they don't 
propose to bother themselves to see 
where. 

"But it isn't Craigflower road closing 
alone by any means, although that is one 
uf our grievances; and it isn't a joke 
to u.s— not by any means. We can't get 
the council to listen to us. So far we 
haven't been able to get the ear of the 
citizens as a whole. If wo could, we are 
satisfied we'd soon be out of the woods. 

"This is where the newspapers can 
help us if they will — and I think both the 
Colonist and the Times mean kindly to 
us." 

The Colonist certainly does, and it is 
for this reason and to grant the West 
Victorians the opportunity they seek to 
state their case, that one .member of the 
staff has spent some little time on the 
other side of the harbor during the past 
two or three days, with the purpose of 
ascertaining precisely what the griev- 
ances are. To put it in few words the 
claim of the West Victorians is: 

1. That the protection of their lives 
and property which they have a right 
as citizens to expect from the city is 
utterly inadequate — in fact that it is pro- 
tection only in fancy not in fact. 

2. That the means of communication 
with the city proper are insufficient and 
of such character as to be a scandal 
upon the whule of the city, presenting it 
in the worst possible light to visitors and 
jeopardizing the support of the Imperial 
naval and military forces. 

Ii. That street lighting and facilities for 
foot and vehicular traffic are insufficient 
to enublo residents to reach their homes 
conveniently and safely at all hours of 
day or night. 

4. That (here the Craigflower road mat- 
ter comes iu in the order of its relative 
importance) the wishes of 09 per cent, 
of the residents and the interests of the 
entire city have been set aside by the 
council in the closing of an established 
and much travelled thoroughfare, for 
no other reason than that there is tech- 
nical power under the statute to commit 
the wrong— and one or two private pro- 
perly owners have pulled the wires in or- 



der that it shall be done for their per- 
sonal advantage and benefit. 
• FIRE PROTECTION. 

To deal with the several counts of this 
indictment in their order, that of lire 
and police protection is really the most 
urgent. At present the entire residential 
district on the further aide of the har- 
bor and extending all the way to the 
boundaries of Ksquiumlt is absolutely 
at iue mercy of" a nro wu6nOVer OjfiP 
shall occur. The insurance companies 
recognize this and emphasize it in de- 
manding an extra rate, in which connec- 
tion the citizens ask us a proposition of 
plain common sense, if it is fair that they 
should be compelled to pay taxes upon 
the samo basis of assessment as all other 
parts of the city without enjoying the 
eame advantages of tire protection that 
would enable them to be sharers in the 
general civic insurance rate? 

As a matter of incontrovertible fact 
the district, in its isolation, is helpless. 
There are, it is true, two alarm boxes 
in connection with the city departmental 
signal system, hut by the time that men 
and apparatus can turn out and make a 
run of two miles or more to any lire 
it would under ordinary circumstances 
be beyond human control. 

The record of tires in Victoria West— 
"total losses" in virtually all cases- 
shows this; it has been recognized and 
oersistently brought before the notice of 
the City council by tlu- chief of tin.' lire 
department. 

Victoria West has. it is true, or had, 
n volunteer fire department. They prac- 
tised running with the machine in the | 
summer time, and the exercise was 
heathful and therefore beneficial. 

Now, however, the antiquated hose cart I 
with its few lengths of hose, the sum 
total of the "apparatus" and consider- 1 
ably less than such places as LadllOl's, 
Maple Uidge, Duncans, or Cuemainus 
arc provided wi.lh, Is stored In an aban- 
doned shack on Catherine street upon 
which the city assessor would be asham- 
ed to pat. a valuation. 

It could not be got to a fire should one 
occur— for it would on many of the 
streets sink up to the hubs in mud; it 
would not he effectual in lighting a 
serious fire if it did reach the scene. 

What the residents ask is that they 
be given at least one piece of modern 
apparatus and a place to keep it in. Tin.' 
property of citizens in Ceutretown, in 
James Bay district, in Spring Ridge, 
even in thinly populated Oaklands. is 
protected. Why should West Victorians 
be less entitled to consideration? 
A POLICE PATROL. 

If the city cannot afford to keep one or 
two firemen in a district station here as 
in .lames Bay and on upper Yates street, 
volunteers will do the work. Only, they 
say, gi' us something to protect our 
property with, and a place to keep it. 

Incidentally it has been suggested that 
a combination suburban police and lire 
station eoidd lie established for $400 or 
$500, while a patrolman on duty in the 
suburb every night would go far toward 
assuring the early detection and prompt 
extinguishment of fires. 

As it is, the district is so orderly and 
law-abiding (despite Aid. Kinsman's re- 
cent observations) that a policeman is a 
rara avis to the inhabitants. 

They understand by official reports that 
all the territory from Kso,uimalt to the 
Fountain and the Work Estate is theor- 
etically in the beat of one constable. By 
smart Walking this olllccr might visit all 
parts or his great stamping ground per- 
haps once a week— but this certainly is 
not police protection. 

The question of the preservation of life 
and law leads naturally into the second 
count of the indictment, for with the 



present inadequate avenues of communi- 
cation with the city, the women residents 
since the murder of Mrs. Bings have 
been afraid to venture to or from the 
city after nightfall. Some have taken 
rooms iu town on this account — working 
girls whose parents live in the western 
suburb; others patronize the cars per- 
force, because they are afraid to walk 
to their homes as they would had they 
the good fortune to live in any other 
locality. 

A DECENT BRIDGE. 

The city provides only one connection 
with the suburb, and this on a very cir- 
cuitous way around— the bridge at Point 
Ell ice. 

It has been stated by an ex-alderman 
and by legal practitioners that the Dom- 
inion has by statute and a fair under- 
standing with the city council, a perfect 
right to close this bridge at any day or 
hour — and keep it closed. 

Victoria West and the naval and mili- 
tary posts at Esquimalt, Work Point 
and Fort Maeaulay would then be abso- 
lutely and completely cut off from the 
city, as they were after the Point El lice 
disaster, and the ruin of the property 
owners of the suburb, commenced at 
that time, would be complete. 

The people of West Victoria are living 
in darily dread of seeing ^his brought 
about; this is one of the pertinent prob- 
lems they ask I lie council of Victoria to 
face like men. As for the present apol- 
ogy for a bridge, its accommodation is so 
limited that traffic mast be regulated, 
and on the centre span all other vehicu- 
lar traffic must stop while a tramcar is 
crossing. 

At other points the bridge is so narrow 
that it i« difficult for two teanvj or n 
team and a car meeting, to -pass, if 
horses should be fractious, tj m uen the 
worse. 

The bridge itself is unsightly, inade- 
quate to the traffic, and— like Its fatal 
predecessor left standing In ruins along- 
side—a terrible advertisement of official 
incompetence and neglect for every visi- 
tor passing to Esqnimnlt to note and 
shudder at. 

For the reason that it is a shorter 
route, till pedestrian traffic in the day 
time, or at least 110 per cent, of such 
traffic, at present passes over the Indian 
reservation and the Esquimalt & Nanai- 
mt> railway bridge. 

In fair weather this is a great— a very 
great convenience, for the majority <>f 
the suburbanites ride bicycles. Now, 
however, the road is at all times impass- 
able. The city declines to improve it 
even so that a bicycle could pass over 
it; aaid as one small token that the sub- 
urb is not overlooked altogether by the 
police, a constable was sent out some 
months ago to summon any and all per- 
sons wheeling on the sidewalk. 

THE SHORT CUT. 

The West Victorians ask in all modesty 
and humility that this road bo put in 
passable condition; that two or three 
lights be placed on it so that it can 
be traversed in the evening; and that the 
city arrange to have the railway bridge 
kept open from one hour earlier in the 
jnorning and until say 11 or 12 o'clock, 
instead of 10 o'clock at night. 

In support of this prayer they point ont 
that there is .not a street iu all the city, 
oilier than the main business thorough- 
fares, that is travelled by so many pedes- 
trians — a filet that may be verified if one 
will stop and watch them waiting at 
cither end when in the day hours the 
I ridge happens to bo swung. 

Some time ago Mr. Dunsmuir was in- 
terviewed with reference to the earlier 
opening and later closing of the bridge. 
He then expressed himself as heartily

the council would not listen to the 
representatives of at least 1200 citizens 
who asked for it. 

ELECTRIC LIGHTS. 

The entire absence of lights along the 
load is cited as creating an incentive to 
and opportunity for the commission of 
Ct'ime. With two or three lights be- 
tween dnj railway bridge and the cross- 
ing of Efiqulnia't road women would 
feel safe in crossing tiltf reserve at night 
time. Now they do not; and while they 
otherwise would be enabled to attend 
concerts, theatrical entertainments or 
other functions in the city, they are held 
prisoners in their own homes through the 
indifference of the Mayor and aldermen 
to their requests. 

This same absence of adequate means 
of communication lias a marked and in- 
creasing bearing upon the retail business 
of the city; and failing to secure the co- 
operation of the retailers in their ad- 
vocacy of improvement for the general 
public good, the West Victorians are 
now commencing to urgq the establish-, 
ment of retail houses in the suburb and 
are pledging liberal cash custom support. 

These houses— if the city retailers da 
not wake ti|>— will before very long Se- 
cure all the Victoria West and E>3o.ui- 
malt trade. 

As for ,l lt . yy,> st Victoria streets and 
their jighting, the residents do not ask 
"^possibilities. They know that road 
making is costly on account of the 
abundance of rock work; they know that 
sidewalk building is expensive; and they 
know that every one cannot have a light 
at bis own door. 

PASSABLE STREETS. 

Still they think they are keeping with- 
in bounds of reason when they ask that 
all residential streets that are accepted 
by the city anil built upon, shall be suffi- 
ciently passable to enable wood and coal 
and groceries to be got in, or a fire en- 
gine reach the scene in the event of fire. 

As to lights, they ask for these two or 
throo on the reservation road, as a ne- 
cessity of public safety; also that there 
should be a light at the railway crossing 
and one if not more in the long and very 
dark stretch of the much-used road from 
Russell station to the city boundary. 

As for Craigflower road, !)!) per cent- 
of the residents insist that it should be 
kept open— only four have yet been found 
wdio think otherwise and these four are 
financially interested. 

Closing the road means ruin to not a 
few; it means five minutes more unne- 
cessary walking for the workingmun 
every time he passes from his labor to 
his humble home; it means so much 
lo him that of the $800 subscribed to 
try and compel the city to keep the road 
open iu the interest of the people and 
not private gain by a few, the majority 
of the subscriptions were in amounts of 
$5— collected from the laborers, artisans 
and mechanics whose wages range from 
$10 to $15 a week. 

RUBBING IT IN. 

That the city should fight the Craig- 
flower road closing with the taxpayers' 
money, against the wishes nnd interests 
of the taxpayers is. as Captain Gandhi 
puts it. " the bitter piJl he finds it hard 
to swallow." 

As for the recreation grounds and 
school improvement, both are needed 
badly, the former as a sound investment 
by the city in the interest and for the 
benefit of the greater part of the large 



-Ibis, then, in brief is the case of Vic- 
toria West, as the West Victorians, not 
the Colonist, make it out. 

They ask the people of the whole city 
to examine it in its every phase, and if 
(changing places in imagination) they re- 
gaiyl it as only a case of: justice and 
right, to support them in seeing that 
justice and right are done.

the necessity of adding to the number of 
patrolmen might very advantageously be 
considered. At tin.' present time one man 
is required to cover all the .lames Bay 
district from the outer wharf to Moss 
street; another is supposed to safeguard 
all Victoria West from the Esquimalt 
boundary, and the Gorge road and con- 
tiguous districts; while a third does 
Kort street from Blanchard to the city 
boundary beyond the Jubilee hospital, 
returning by the Belcher and Humboldt 
streets route. 

It will interest the residents north of 
Fort street, Spring Ridge and the most 
populous part of the North Ward to see 
that they are not supposed to require 
patrol protection — and do not get it. 

BORNE TO THE GRAVE. 

Many Sorrowing Friends Pay Last 
Tribute of Respect to tilt- Memory 
of .7. K. Campbell. 

The very general and deep esteem in 
which the late .T. K. Campbell was held 
by the people of Victoria was forcibly 
illustrated yesterday in the large con 
course accompanying the body of the 
dead to its last resting place.

VICTORIA WEST. 

Sir: I noticu in your editorial this 
morning reference made to matters iu 
Victoria West and the public meeting 
held there on Tuesday evening. You 
promise thut you will look into their 
grievances. I have also read the report 
of the meeting and come to the conclu- 
sion that much that was said was very 
much out of place, especially the re- 
marks of the clergymen that took part 
at the meeting. 

In addition to the demands made upon 
the city they spoke as if they were very 
badly treated on account of the city 
authorities closing up the old road, it 
these gentlemen wore to look at this sub- 
ject iu an honorable may It wo»!f, UR 
more becoming to soiuq of them. Instead 
of ufjting upon the city authorities to 
lorelbly taliu possession of land through 
which the road runs they should ask the 
city to purchase the property necessary 
for such public use. It would be more 
becoming men who should at least be an 
example to others. No; they presume to 
adopt a principle of confiscation rather 
than do that which is proper in the eyes 
of right-thinking people. 

Although the road has been run 
through private property, and is a con- 
venience to ma ay, that is not to say that 
the public have a right to take it away 
from the owners who have paid taxes on 
it for so many years, excepting on (he 
principle of acquiring it in the usual way 
by the city. If these righteous gentle- 
men had urged upon the city authorities 
to purchase and acquire the disputed 
property no one would, I am sure, have 
objected, provided they thought it was 
necessary anil in the public interest so to 
iio. but they do not, at least, at their pub- 
lic meetings, even suggest such a course; 
they want to confiscate the property, as 
it better suits their advantage and con- 
venience. 

Allow me to put it in another way: If 
a man goes into a store and takes a coat 
which fits him, and appropriates it to his 
use and convenience, without pay or 
consideration to the dealer, he is at once 
treated as a thief, and punished accord- 
ing to law, and everybody considers him 
worthy of punishment.

There is no difference 
between the acts of a single man and 
that of a congregation of men who meet 
for the purpose of taking that which does 
not properly belong to them. I ask you, 
Mr. Editor, if you can see any differ- 
ence? If you can answer on behalf of 
thse people in Victoria West I shall be 
pleased to hear your arguments.

WHAT OTJTLANDERS ARE DOING. 

Sir: Referring to the letter which ap- 
peared iu the Colonist some days ago en- 
quiring what had become of the Trans- 
vaal Outlanders, which appeared to in- 
sinuate that after doing the shouting and 
grumbling, etc., etc., they had cleared out 
and were not taking their share with 
the British troops in the war, attention 
should in justice to the Outlanders, be 
called to the following which appears in 
the London Times weekly edition of 
October 27, received here this morning: 

At page 077 in the first column, refer- 
ring to Col. Chisholm who was killed at 
Elandslaugte, it is stated "that on leav- 



ing the 5th Lancers in August I*at, of 
which regiment the Colonol had been iu 
command since 1801, he was permitted 
to raise a regiment of Imperial Light 
Horse, composed mainly of refugees from 
the Transvaal, which regiment ho 
brought into a state of grout efficiency 
nnd it was in gallantly leading Uno into 
action at Elandslaagte that he Met his 
death." 

Reference to the losses at Eln»dnlnagte 
will show that six nou-commi«sl»ned of- 
ficers and men of the Imperial Light 
Horse were killed, thirty-live wounded 
and one missing. 

Doubtless at Kimberley and Mafeking 
and other places it will be found that the 
Outlanders are taking their part in light- 
ing for their Hag and country.

Extending Their Line.— Within the 
past sixty days the Pacific & Arctic 
Railway and Navigation Company, com- 
monly called the White Pass & Yukon 
route, has purchased nearly $300,000 
worth of steel rails with wdiich to extend 
its line from Luke Bennett to Closeleigh, 
a point on Fifty-Mile river, four miles 
below the White Horse rapids.
